COOPERATE WITH AN INFLEXIBLE SYSTEM WHILE REMAINING PART OF 
IT. SPEAKING TO ANNUAL MEETING OF NATAL INLAND PRP REGION, 
PITMAN SAID HE COULD ENVISAGE POSSIBILITY OF WALK-OUT BY
